It 
was actually a return visit 
for this famous Scottish regi- 
ment, for the Cameronians 
were amongst ‘the forces 
which took over the occupa- 
tion of Malaya at the time | 
of the Japnnese defeat in 
1946. . 

After the civilian soldiers 
had gone marching home, 
the regiment served as part 
of the garrison at Gibraltar, 
where the lst Battalion 
(Cameronians) and the 2nd 
Battalion (Scottish Rifles) 
were amalgamated in 1948. 
From the December of that 
year to December 1949 they 
were stationed at Trieste 
and were then rushed to 
Hongkong as part of, the 
40th Infantry (“Bantam”) 
Division to strengthen the 
Colony’s defences. They re- 
mained until March, when a 
call came for reinforee- 
ments in Malaya to help 
implement the broad mea- 
sures of the anti-bandit 
plan.evolved by the new 
Director of Operations, Lt- 
Gen. Briggs.

had to ‘contend, however, with 
a well-armed cunning foc, as 
have the soldiers conductinss

Accompanicd by the Intecl- 
ligence Officer, Lt Leslic Dow, 
1 drove off to watch a sereen- 
int operation being carried out 
by ‘B’ Company. Starting off 
before first light, ‘B’ Com- 
pany had surrounded a village 
and then kept watch while the 
police conducted the inhabitants 
one by one past a Jocked police- 
wagon. Inside, two surrender- 
ed bandits squinted through 
slits in the walls and scrutinis- 
ed cach face, loolting for ban- 
dits or bandit-agents whom 
they could identify. During 
this particular sereening, they 
only said ‘Yes’ once, but even 
one agent arrested contributes 
fo the gradual whittling down 
of the terrorist organisation, 

One of the two surrendered 
bandits had-actually been a 
prisoner of a bandit-gang after. 
being abducted from his home 
18 months before. A youn 
Chinese lad of 21, he was forced 
lo cook for the gang as they 
moved from camp to camp in 
the jungle. Always he was 
guarded, until one night a 
month or two ago when he 
saw his chance and mnde n 
break for it. 

Unfortunately, his departure 
was not unnoticed and he was 
fired at. Despite a bullet in 
his wrist and another in his 
jaw, he kept going and made 
good his escape, surrendering 
to the police at the first 
village he reached. Now his 
wounds are mending, He _ is 
secing his family again,—his 
parents who had thought him 
dead—and he ds helping the 
authoritics to defeat the ter- 
rorists, whom he hates, for 
memories do not heal like 
‘wounds. .

other surrendered bandit 
‘was no youngster. He was a 


middle-aged Chinese. 
secret collector of funds for 
the = anti-Japanese guerillas 


during the war, he had been 
persuaded to do the same for 


the futile Communist insur- 
rection of 1948. - He con- 
tinued to do this. until he 


realised what brutal methods 
the Communists were cmploy- 
ing against innocent civilians, 
ay well as against _ the police 
and military, to achieve their 
political ends. He, too, became 
a prisoner of their terrorism 
but, when he could stand it no 
longer, he fled to a police post 
and gave himself up. 

Lance Corporal . George 
Combe of Dumfries was elected 
by the rest of 'B’ Company to 
relate the story of “the bandit's 
mouth organ.”

yent-old Rifleman Andrew 
Paisley of Dumfries had a 
deeper motive.

MMEDIATELY accurate in- 
¢ormatlon on the incident had 
been received, a strong patrol * 
of Cameronlans were on thelr 
way to the scene.

Regulars and national 
servicemen alike are keeping . 
the fighting traditions of 
their regiments alive; not Icast 
of them, the ist Battalion, The 
Camerontans (Scottish Rifles).

BEN JONSON PLAY REVIVED 
AFTER 200 YEARS

ONDON’S autumn opera 
444 season ended at Christ- 
mas with a creditable re- 
vival at Covent Garden of 
Tchaikovsky’s “The Queen 
of Spades” which has not 
been produced in Britain 
for nearly 40 years. It is a 
gloomy, one might almost 
say doleful, opera founded 


on Pushkin’s famous short’ 


story of the aged Countess 
who has an infallible sys- 
tem at the card tables. 
Everything was done. at 
Covent Garden to lighten its 
gloom, yet there were no signs 
of overproduction. Overproduc- 


tion in. opera has recently be~" 


come a very meaty bone of 


contention. Some argue that 
complicated “business” and 
startling novelties in decor are 


necessary to make opera 
popular; others say that these 
distract attention from the 
music—which is after all the 
chiof ‘thing. 


Covent Garden has been much 
more moderate in this respect, 
ond its productions of operas 
like “The Flying Dutchman,” 
“Rosenkavalier” ‘and — “Figaro” 
have been strong, well-knit and 
free from overlaboration. 

Erich Kleiber, musical direc- 
tor of the Berlin State Opera 
from 1923 until 1935, who is 
appearing as guest conductor at 
the Roya! Opera House, obtain- 
ed in “Rosenkavalier,” in par- 
tioular, some really first-class 
playing from the orchestra.

The Royal 
Society, which 
works from such world famous 
composers as Beethoven and 
Mendelssohn, instituted the Gold 
Medal about 90 years ago; since 
then dt: has been presented to 
some of the most eminent com- 
posers, conductors, elngers and 
instrumentalists. , 
The latest to receive it, Sir 
John ‘Barbirolls, is a man of 
Italian descent born in London 
and who, from very-humble be- 
ginnings, has made himsclf a 
spectacular figure in English 
music. Barbiroll! began his 
career as a ‘cellist, then he con- 
ducted the British National 
Opera, the New York Philhar-

In bridge circles, Becker’s 
caution and prudence have be- 
come almost proverbial, but 
he is fully capable of making 
daring plays when they are 
necded. In the hand shown to- 
day we sce an example of his 
careful analysis, followed oy 
justified boldness. 


North’s bid of four_no-trump 
was, of course, the Blackwood 
Convention, dsking how. many 
aces South had. Becker's 
response of five diamonds 
showed one ace. North then 
went ohead to slam on the as- 
sumption that Becker's one 
ace was in clubs (since the 
enemy had bid spades) or that 
there would be a good play for 
blam even if Becker 
had the ace of spades. 


Actually, the slam was 4a 
risky. bid. If West had open- 
ed clubs, ithe contract, would 
have been set very promptly. 
However, West had no way of 
knowing the situation, and he 
made the normal opening lead 
of his partner’s bid suit. . 


Becker took the first  tricle 
wlth the ace of spades and 
drew trumps. The fact ‘that 
East had both, of the missing 
trumps was very thought pro- 
voking. 


The contract would depend 
on taking four heart tricks or 
finding the ace of clubs in the 
West hand. Since East had 
bid, it was Hkely ¢hat he held 
most of the missing high cards, 
including the ace of clubs. 
Moreover, West had _ failed 
to bid even though he was 
void of diamonds. : 

If he had held'the ace of 
clubs, the chances were that 
he would have found some bid 
—tither a raise of spades or a 
bid in clubs. Becker therefore 
concluded that the odds were 
heavily against finding the ace 
of clubs favourably located. 

How, then, to make four 
heart tricks? ‘The opening Icad 
marked West with fewer than 
four spades (with four or more 
West would have led low 
rather than high), so that East 
must have started with six or 
more spades.

gay the Korean war has been a blessing in disguise 
to Japan’s economic recovery. 

Almost all branches of Japan's industry had beer 
confronted with prospects for a crisis early this year due 
to diminished demands and mounting stockpile. 

The Korean war, however, changed the entire picture 
and industries began to do a thriving business. Profits 
of the 10 major cotton spinning companies for the. latter 
half of the present business year topped the Y10,000,000,-

000 mark. 


The profit rate was 260 Pr} 
cent against their combined 
capitals of ¥675,000,000, Their 
average dividend rate was an 
all-time high—381 percent. 

Cotton cloth exports for 1950 
‘amounted to 790 million yards 
already in August, while those 
for the entire’ period of last 
Year totalled 75,000,000 yards. 
Not only have the shipping com- 
panies been operating in full 
spurred by the favourable cx- 
port, but olso they are 
expected to  inerease their 
spindleage by 700,000 to 800,000 
within thia year, 


MAJOR PROBLEMS 

However, there are at least 
two major problema before 
them, One is uncasiness over 
the future supply of raw cotton 
and the other rising price. 

The chamical fibre industry 
also has undergone an abrupt 
change with the Korean out 
breale, Staple fibre quoted at 
Y235 (30s single yarn), on Juno 
24, just one day before Korea, 
soared to Y550 in August.
